REGIONAL LIBRARY SERVICE 

Recently a group of men and 
women took a two-day trip 
through nine counties, visiting the 
towns and schools that used books 
through the regional library serv¬ 
ice. 

Regional library service is a co¬ 
operative plan in which two or 
more counties pool their efforts 
and resources to the end that all 
the people may have more ade¬ 
quate library facilities. There are 
now two regional library pro¬ 
grams in the state. 

A county library board has been 
appointed by the court in each 
of the counties participating in 
the service. These boards have 
helped to work out plans for their 
respective counties. They have 
raised “new” money for libraries 
and have worked toward a unifi¬ 
cation of both school and public 
library service. 

Some of the specific services of 
the regional library are; Librar¬ 
ians and teachers can borrow 
books for supplementary use in 
unit teaching, recreational read¬ 
ing for children, their own person¬ 
al and professional reading, for 
the general reading of the entire 
community, and for programs in 
schools, churches and clubs. 

There are some chief advant¬ 
ages of the cooperative plan of 
service as demonstrated through 
the regional library. Fluid collec¬ 
tions of books keep the smallest 
community supplied with fresh 
reading material. Books are avail¬ 
able for use twelve months in the 
year. Every custodian or librarian 
may ask for assistance of the 
trained regional librarians; the 
entile community has access to 
all the library resources. By shar¬ 
ing books and personnel every lib. 
rary and school gets more return 
on the money invested.
